Their loyalty is a combination of the conditioning as part 
of the training they undertake, the enormous financial 
rewards, and in some cases, cultural proclivities. Embed- 
ding the desire to serve is the first element of training an 
executive assistant, using psychological methods of break- 
ing down the individual’s resolve similar to the hazing done 
by fraternities, but in a much more concentrated and directed 
fashion. Writer David Wohl suggested that the Asian executive 
assistant academies play more towards the submissive and sexual 
needs of employers, while schools in England focus more on spy craft 
and subterfuge.

Personal History: 

VOLUME 1: 

The woman who came to be known as Iris was found as a home- 
less, orphaned preschooler in the streets of Wuhan, China. Like many 
young female orphans in the city, she was taken to the Executive As- 
sistant academy and given the option of accepting training and an op- 
portunity to survive in return for lifelong obedience. 


Iris befriended a classmate named Lian at the academy, but one 
day they were caught playing in the rain and consequently locked up in 
a storm cellar by a school bully. 


Shortly after this, Iris was forced into her first trial by combat, fac- 
ing off against Lily, who'd been the academy champion for two years. 
Iris defeated Lily, which led to being treated to better food and accom- 
modations, unlike Lily who was forced to eat on the floor and exiled 
from the Academy weeks later. 


Upon graduation, Iris went to work for corporate titan, Francis 
Wai-Hong Ching. She served Ching in many capacities: managing his 
calendar, serving as a secretary for important business functions, elimi- 
nating people Ching considered a negative impact on his business, 
and acting as a bodyguard and concubine. When Ching’s company 
was locked in aggressive negotiations with a Russian minister named 
Krivlov demanding bribes, Ching ordered Iris to send his “warmest re- 
дагаѕ” Iris murdered her way through Krilov’s guards on his private 
estate and left a knife dripping with blood stuck to the wall over Krilov's 
daughter. The Belarusian deal went through immediately, according to 
Ching’s specifications. 


Iris next followed Ching to Kabul, Afghanistan, where he met with 
local figure Master Safin. Safin rejected Ching’s offer of tea, and at- 
tempted to take Ching hostage, his men drawing their guns. Iris quickly 
murdered all of Safin’s men, leaving Safin at the end of Iris’ sword, now 
willing to accept the offer. 


Iris returned with Ching to his corporate holdings in the United 
States, and one of Ching’s subordinates named Dennis Rucker ap- 
proached her after a meeting to ask her out. She refused him and he 
then asked if he could run business ideas by her, not hiding his attrac- 
tion. With some reluctance, she gave him her phone number. 


Iris next took on a mission to assassinate a member of Ching’s 
corporate board named Alan Chu, who was pressing the CEO for too 
much information on illicit activities. Iris followed Chu to a Century City 
hotel where his family was staying. After Chu went to sleep, Iris snaked 
a cable and camera through the ventilation shafts, allowing her to poi- 
son her victim in his sleep while making it appear as natural causes. 


Iris enjoyed some time with Rucker the following day, taking a 
drive down the Malibu coast. Rucker took Iris for a game of mini-golf, 
saying that whoever lost had to buy dinner. Before they could complete 
the round, Ching summoned Iris and she demanded Rucker return her. 


A few days later, Ching and Iris attended Chu’s funeral in New 
York City. Chu’s daughter recognized Iris from the Century City hotel, 
but no one paid the child any mind. Later that day, Iris accompanied 
Ching to a meeting with his business partners, a consortium of crimi- 
nals who demanded more of a share in profits from all of Ching’s enter- 
prises. Ching wasn’t happy with this demand. 


Ching contemplated his next move while his silent business part- 
ners launched an attack on him using gunmen strapped with suicide 
bombs, crashing through the windows of his residence and detonating 
the facility. Iris managed to get Ching into a panic vault in the floor be- 
fore the explosion. This reminded her of the storm cellar incident from 
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her childhood, which made her all the more willing when Ching ordered 


vengeance against his disloyal business partners. 


Iris began seeking vengeance for Ching towards his illicit busi- 
ness partners, and the first on her list was smuggler and gang lord, 
Victor Hwang. Iris headed to Monte Carlo to track down information 
on Hwang's location, using her feminine wiles to get GPS information 
from one of Hwang's associates. She disposed of the man оп a nearby 
beach and continued on towards Hwang's yacht. 


Iris made a silent approach to the yacht using diving equipment, 
killing guards as she made her approach until she ran across Hwang's 
executive assistant Rose. Iris defeated Rose easily, ignoring Rose’s 
warning that the school wanted Ching dead and that she couldn't pos- 
sibly kill all the executive assistants ahead. Iris then confronted Hwang 
and made as though she would allow him to live, but once off the yacht, 
remotely detonated explosives she had planted there prior.

However, her work soon 
led her to be dispatched to the Shinjuku District of Tokyo. Her mission 
was to infiltrate the business of Takeo Suzuki, owner of a series of 
gang-operated pachinko parlors, casinos, and brothels dotting Japan, 
China, and Thailand. 


One of Suzuki's men, Vic Takahashi, гап a gambling den in Shin- 
juku and Iris posed as demure aspiring card dealer, Nakiko Inaba. Iris 
used her looks to wow Takahashi, who gave her information on how 
to find Suzuki at a place called the Yummy Yummy Hostess Bar. Iris 
recognized a green-haired dancer as Lily, the girl from Iris’ academy 
who had been hand-to-hand combat champion for two years, but was 
humbled and exiled after Iris defeated her. Lily seemed to not recognize 
Iris, but the man she was dancing for grabbed Iris hand, asking her 
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to join them. Iris left quickly, anxious to complete her mission without 
further incident. 


Iris continued on to the Yummy Yummy Hostess Bar, and was 
shown to Suzuki’s table where he plied her with Cristal champagne, 
which he called “a prerequisite for all my interviews.” Although things 
seemed to be going as planned, while Suzuki was kissing Iris, she 
didn’t notice his guards pull out weaponry. Suzuki asked her if Nakiko 
was the name she had used when she killed Hwang, and revealed that 
he knew Ching was sending an executive assistant to murder him. Iris 
smashed a bottle across his head and fought her way out through the 
nearest window, with Suzuki's guards in hot pursuit. 


Iris lured the guards out for a rooftop chase, letting them think 
they were getting the drop on her, and then killed them all. She made 
her way back to Suzuki and found him and all his men dead, with Lily 
standing in the middle of the carnage. Lily revealed she had recognized 
Iris immediately, and surrenders, falling to her knees. 


Ching was delighted to hear about these developments. How- 
ever, she grew distracted as he offered praise, spilling tea she poured 
for him because Ching ordered her to end her dalliance with Rucker 
and dismissed her. 


Yet, Iris instead accepted Rucker’s cryptic invitation to a party, 
which turned out to be dinner with his mother. Later, she impulsively 
kissed him after the table was cleared, revealing her feelings for him. 


On Ching’s orders, Iris soon returned to Wuhan to assassinate 
“Father” the man named Shuji Wai Hong Li, who had run the Wuhan 
school for executive assistants since Iris was a student. The new se- 
cured location was more than Iris was comfortable handling, so she 
asked Lily to assemble a team of rejected executive assistants to 


breach the facility. Before making her attack, Iris reminisced in the ruins 
of the old school, thinking of the harsh treatment and the hopeless fate 
of servitude that was the reward for obedience. 


Lily agreed to distract the guards at the new state-run facility, 
while Iris made a stealthy approach, first acting as a sniper to cover Lily 
and her team at the gate until the current class of students appeared to 
oppose them. Iris snuck onto the campus, and finally confronted Hong 
Li and his two Executive Assistants. Iris easily dispatched the duo but 
held off until Lily and the other rejected students could arrive. They all 
joined in for revenge on the man who'd created their current situations. 


Iris resumed her relationship with Rucker, waking up next to him 
at his beachside Malibu home. She noticed men in a boat offshore 
observing them and decided to leave, unaware that Rucker had an 
engagement ring ready to ask her to marry him. 


Iris joined Ching on a trip to meet his corporate board in Los 
Angeles. The meeting was brief, with Ching assuring the board that the 
company was on stable footing after an assassination attempt. Iris was 
testily called into his office and shown pictures of Rucker meeting with 
Department of Justice agents. Ching asked Iris if she had followed his 
orders and ended her relationship with Rucker, and she lied, saying it 
was over. Ching then ordered her to “take care of this in a professional 
manner,’ and Iris committed to dealing with Rucker permanently. 


She called Rucker and had him drive her out to a scenic cliff 
overlooking the ocean. When the time came, rather than shoving him 
over the ledge, Iris instead put her arms around his body. She revealed 
that Ching knew about Rucker’s meeting with the DOJ agents, and 
asked if his relationship with her was a ploy to get to Ching. Rucker 
denied that idea, saying what they had was “real,” and that the agents 
asked him questions about a host of criminal activities but he knew 
nothing to tell them. Rucker then admitted that he was worried for Iris’ 
safety. She kissed him passionately and suggested they leave. 



























Iris got out of Кискегз bed at 2:20 AM, checking out Rucker’s 
computer to verify his story. She found that the agents were asking 
about Iris specifically, trying to connect her international travel to bod- 
ies stacking up in cities around the world. She returned to bed to 
shockingly discover that Rucker had been shot through the forehead. 
She realized the danger she was in and burst through a window to 
confront a team of armed federal agents. 


Taking several agents out, Iris saw the true assassin -- a woman 
in a tight black bodysuit on a motorcycle -- driving off. Iris made her 
way towards Rucker’s sports car and crashed through the garage 
door, pursuing the female assassin. She ignored a call from Ching that 
came in and discovered that the brake lines had been cut as she sped 
along a mountainside road. Out of control, the car careened off the 
road, through a safety rail and smashed into the rocks below, explod- 
ing violently. 


Iris managed to jump out at the last possible moment and stayed 
out of the assassin’s sight-- clearly another executive assistant-- who 
was reporting to Ching via phone. 


Iris stayed in California to see Rucker’s funeral, reflecting on the 
tragedy she had caused Chu’s, and now Rucker’s family. Iris then met 
Lily in downtown Los Angeles, beginning preparations for a mission to 
kill Ching in Dubai. 


In the under-construction complex in Dubai, Iris killed three 
mohawked female assassins who scoffed at the ethical trappings es- 
poused by executive assistants. She found Ching alone in his pent- 
house office, where he revealed plans of opening more thorough Exec- 
utive Assistant academies and offered to take her back. Iris responded 
by sinking a katana through his throat. All but finished with her task, Iris 
was then surprised by a familiar face that fired two tranquilizer darts, 
successfully knocking her unconscious. 


VOLUME 2: 

Iris fell under the control of Duncan Villone, a ruthless billionaire 
with plans to use forcefully-recruited executive assistants to further in- 
crease his wealth. The familiar face that surprised Iris was Rose, who 
brought the unconscious Iris back to Villone’s forces to have a micro- 
chip implanted in her body, which helped Villone keep the rebellious 
Iris under control. 


Iris next appeared at an assassination attempt on beleaguered 
CEO heiress, Diane Coverdale. After hiring a gunman and making sure 
he was close enough to make a very convincing attempt, Iris murdered 
the assassin. She followed Coverdale to another academy in Dubai 
where the businesswoman hired executive assistant Acteia to protect 
her, which was very much in line with Villone’s plans. 


Acteia faithfully protected Coverdale from threats both real and 
fabricated until responding late one night to a potential invader at 
Coverdale’s mansion. Acteia was tranquilized by Iris and taken to the 
Maldives-- a tropical nation Villone used as a base of operations-- and 
promptly given the same treatment as Iris, getting a control 
chip implanted in her body. 


Iris was on hand with Rose and executive 
assistant Juniper when Duncan Villone treated 
Acteia to dinner, where he began his attempt 

at recruiting Acteia into his service. She 
eventually refused him at gunpoint, and 
while he eluded her, Rose and Iris attacked 
Acteia. Acteia was able to best Rose but 
Iris got the drop on the younger Executive 
Assistant, the conflict ending with Acteia’s 
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throat near the tip of Iris’ sword. Much to Acteia’s surprise, Villone then 
ordered Iris to let her go. 


Acteia then returned to her employer's side, apologizing for her 
unexpected departure. Uninterested in any explanation, Coverdale dis- 
missed Acteia’s excuses, and the two headed for a business meeting 
in Los Angeles. To Acteia’s dismay, the final businessman to show up 
was her recent captor, Duncan Villone, along with Iris and Juniper. 


After refusing Villone’s offer to purchase shares in her company, 
Coverdale agreed to accompany him to Las Vegas, where he once 
again presented his offer. Coverdale refused a second time, so Vil- 
lone activated his control of Acteia and forced the hapless assistant to 
brutally kill her employer. Acteia struggled with this command, but ulti- 
mately shot Coverdale in the head. However, this reluctance prompted 
Villone to order Acteia’s immediate beheading. Iris quickly obliged. 


Iris felt her chip was malfunctioning as she began to doubt her 
blind allegiance to Villone. She hoped to ask him for help after a night 
of entertaining clients at a local club. However, that night Iris encoun- 
tered Orchid, who warned her that Villone was dangerous, and was 
not to be trusted. Iris hid this encounter from Rose as they departed. 


Villone ordered Iris to fly with Juniper and Rose for a mission in 
India, demolishing a factory with explosives. Iris recognized the intent, 
that she would not come back from this mission, and struck out at 
Juniper and Rose. Iris almost defeated both of them in battle until Rose 
used the chip in Iris’ spine to take control. Rose forced Iris to take the 
last explosive to the factory’s generator and sit with it in her lap. Rose 
relished the chance for revenge after her defeat at Iris’ hands and left 
Iris to die in the explosion. 


Unbeknownst to Rose, Vi- 
olet, and executive assistant 
Lotus followed them and 
captured Iris, knocking her 
out and dragging her into 

a hatch under the factory. 
Working together with 
Iris’ old rival Lily and the 
elder Orchid, they made 
arrangements with the CIA 
to get the microchip altered 
so it could control other chips. 
Iris then joined the women in a 
plan to take down Villone. 


Landing at Villone’s headquarters in the 

Maldives, Iris and her team of “rejects” were surprised by automated 
defenses on the beach and were soon captured by a team of mer- 
cenaries. Iris watched as Villone was vexed by her survival. As pun- 
ishment for their failure to kill Iris, Villone ordered his men to execute 
Juniper, and told Rose to take Iris to the brig to languish with her team. 


On the way, Iris took control of Rose’s microchip and forced a 
switch in allegiance. Iris took Rose to free the others, and together they 
confronted a squad of heavily armed mercenaries and Villone’s newest 
executive assistants, Snapdragon and Wisteria. In the course of battle, 
a sniper almost took out Iris, but Violet jumped in front of the shot. Iris 
took out the sniper but unfortunately, Violet died in her arms. 


The “rejects” advanced on Villone’s private quar- 
ters and confronted the billionaire, who revealed that he 
worked for someone else and his financial imperialist 
plans couldn't be stopped. Rose held a dagger to Vil- 
lone’s throat angrily. Iris ordered Rose to stop, but Rose 
had turned off her chip. Rose stabbed Villone to death, 
leaving the “rejects” without answers. 


VOLUME 3: 

John Wheeler, one of the world’s richest men 
at аде 27, was Iris’ next employer. She watched over 
Wheeler as he took a first date onto a rented yacht for 
dinner. A paparazzi covertly approached the yacht and 
climbed aboard only to be greeted by the edge of Iris’ 
sword. She smashed the man’s camera and sent him 
on his way. 


As Wheeler's limo drove down New York City’s 
Westside Highway, two cars full of gun-wielding thugs 
began firing. Iris was able to eliminate the assailants, 
a set of Russian goons, but the police arrived and ar- 
rested her instead. A call came in, commandeering the 
police cruiser, and they dropped Iris off with CIA agent 
Dawson. Dawson criticized Iris for attracting too much 
attention instead of doing her real job, collecting intel 
on Wheeler for the CIA in order to stay out of jail. Iris 
stated her reports were comprehensive and Wheeler 
was surprised by the attack. During the interaction, Iris 
received a text from Lily, claiming she was in trouble. 
Agent Dawson then lent Iris a motorcycle so she could 
go to her fellow executive assistant’s aid. 












Iris picked Lily up and found out that the arms dealer Muzutsu 
wanted Lily dead. Iris revealed a secret room in her apartment, housing 
an arsenal of firearms, and that her new employers at the CIA showed 
her Muzutsu’s file. Lily resisted the idea of working with any source of 
authority, and quickly left before Iris could explain further. 


Iris then received a call from Agent Dawson saying that Wheel- 
er's residence had been compromised. Iris hurried over to find all 
the guards, as well as Wheeler's new girlfriend Louise, had been 
murdered. While Wheeler was nowhere to be found, Rose was 
found sitting calmly amidst the carnage. Rose warned Iris to stay 
away from Lily, to which Iris responded that Lily was a friend and 
reminded Rose of past betrayals. Rose then attacked Iris, and 
as they fought, Iris pushed Rose through a window, temporarily 
subduing her. Iris used the time to gain some distance from Rose, 
breaking into the local Bronx Zoo for cover. 


Once Rose caught up, the two continued their fight, and Iris 
defeated Rose and turned her over to the CIA after getting all the 
information she needed. Next, Iris went to the reptile house of the zoo 
where Wheeler was being held captive by Rose’s employer, a Russian 
loan shark by the name of Tzvetomir Ivanov. Ivanov demanded a device 
that he had paid Wheeler to create, but had failed to deliver. When Iris 
confronted Ivanov, his masked executive assistant Jasmine attacked. 
However, Jasmine was too aggressive and was easily defeated by Iris. 
Iris then tried to save Wheeler, and got the drop on Ivanov while he 
was distracted by an approaching crocodile, effectively disarming him. 
Before she could finish him off, the CIA burst in, arresting everyone. 


Iris was “arrested” and released, to maintain her cover. She met 


with Agent Dawson, who gave Iris the bad news that Rose was also 
released due to her connections at the agency, and Mazutsu was actu- 
ally a CIA asset they wanted Rose to protect. Iris didn’t like this, and 





told Dawson that she had to track Rose to India to stop the death of 
Iris’ unsuspecting friends. Dawson arranged a charter flight and Iris 
was on her way. 


Once arriving in India, Iris found Rose already attacking Lily, Lo- 
tus, Orchid and Aster. Iris quickly fired a gun into the air effectively get- 
ting Rose's attention. Working together, the five Assistants captured 





Rose, tied her up, and prepared to torture her for information. Sud- 
denly, explosives rocked the building, and a cloud of smoke enveloped 
the team. In the commotion, Aster and Orchid were neutralized, and 
the unseen assailant stepped forward revealing she too was an Execu- 
tive Assistant. The unnamed attacker quickly subdued both Iris, and 
Lily, then captured Rose and made their escape. The team reluctantly 
accepted that they had taken a loss and parted ways, content to walk 
away with their lives. 


Iris was flown back to the US and was immediately taken into 
custody by federal authorities. She was told by Deputy Director 
Charles Murphy that she was to be shot on sight if she ever interacted 
with Lotus, Lily, or any of the Executive Assistants she worked with in 
India ever again. He then sent her to wait at a safe house for reassign- 
ment. However, Agent Dawson showed up immediately after Murphy 
drove off, having contrary orders, telling Iris to keep Wheeler alive to 
testify against Ivanov. 


Iris went to the location where Wheeler was being kept in pro- 
tective custody just in time to save him from another set of lvanov's 
assassins. After killing the two thugs, Iris was about to tell Wheeler 
he was safe when Jasmine appeared, swords swinging. Agent Daw- 
son was right behind, firing a warning shot, which forced Jasmine to 
leap through a window and escape. Iris ordered Dawson to protect 
Wheeler as she pursued Jasmine through the Holland Tunnel where 
she captured the woman, knocking her off of a speeding van just when 





two transit policemen arrived. Jasmine was arrested, and Iris headed 
back to the safe house. 


Several hours later, Lotus came to visit Iris bearing bad news: Or- 
chid had been arrested, and Lily had been killed by Muzutsu. The two 
joined the remainder of the team, Aster and the previously unnamed 
foe-turned-ally, Ivy, and decided to seek revenge on Muzutsu, for Lily's 
sake. Iris agreed to join them. 


In Tokyo's Shinjuku District, Iris met with Rose and recruited her 
for their revenge mission, a recruitment that the other executive as- 
sistants considered unwise, but ultimately agreed to. The next day, the 
team infiltrated Muzutsu’s helicopter crew, blowing up his means of es- 
cape. Although Iris’ team forced their way through Muzutsu’s security, 
they were too late to save lvy. Iris was angry to find out Muzutsu had 
escaped, prompting her to pursue him. 


When Iris arrived at Muzutsu’s hideaway, she found him dead 
at Rose’s hands. Rose immediately attacked Iris, but Iris was able to 
plunge her sword through Rose’s abdomen, seeing her rival die as the 
rest of her team arrived. 


Several days later, Iris and her team laid Lily to rest and parted 
ways. 


VOLUME 4: 

Iris returned to Wuhan, China to interview for a job as executive 
assistant to Maly Ang, a Cambodian émigré and corporate titan. When 
Iris walked in, only one Executive Assistant didn’t walk out intimidated 
-- Snapdragon, whom Iris had never met. 


Ang decided that an impromptu, on-the-job test would settle who 
deserves the position, and flew Snapdragon and Iris to Tokyo for a 
meeting with Akinori Suzuki at the Shinjuku District's Purple Blossom 
Nightclub. The men there wanted to meet with Ang’s mentor, Chinese 
billionaire Han Li Shao, and were disappointed he wasn’t there. The 


men took Ang’s words as insult, and guns were drawn. Snapdragon 
and Iris went to work slicing their way through the suited goons and 
Ang also produced a gun, taking out some attackers herself. 


As Ang delivered a final, fatal shot, she instructed the executive 
assistants to “leave no evidence behind,’ glancing at a club goer witha 
smartphone filming the entire affair. Snapdragon tossed her sai at the 
girl but Iris blocked it with her sword, firing a precise shot that knocked 
the girl’s phone out of her hand. Smashing the phone with her heel, Iris 
insisted that the girl's foolishness was no cause for murder. 


Snapdragon took Iris’ interception as an insult and attacked her, 
but was unable to even make contact. Ang interrupted their fight and 
Iris walked away, turning down the position. 


Lost and directionless, Iris returned to the Wuhan academy. Ang 
approached her there and offered her the job, saying that honor was 
more important than obedience. Iris was skeptical, asking how she 
could trust Ang or why she should get involved in such “messy affairs? 
claiming her mentor Shao set Ang up. At that moment, Shao appeared 
overhead in a helicopter, yelling that Ang was a traitor. 


Shao landed and disembarked with a squad of gunmen, de- 
manding to know where “she” was. Ang denied any knowledge and 
Iris, tired of having guns pointed in her face, leapt and dispatched three 
of the gunmen, then pointed her blade at Shao’s throat before his men 
could react. Ang insisted Shao was just using “cheap theatrics” and 
there was no danger, while Shao warned Iris that her first employer, 
Mister Ching, should have taught her he was not someone to make an 
enemy. Iris said she'd kill Shao if he brought up that name again and 
told him to order his men to stand down. He complied, and demanded 
Ang reveal where his daughter was. 


Ang claimed she knew nothing about Shao’s daughter, not even 
her name. However Shao insisted the girl had to be inside the Wuhan 
academy, and threatened to go in and get her himself. However, he 
quickly realized the school’s students already surrounded him and his 
men with weapons drawn. Shao left reluctantly, but Iris wondered why 
Ang was willing to go this far to hide a girl from her own father. Ang re- 
vealed she was actually the girl's illegitimate mother, and that she had 
brought the girl to Wuhan Academy to keep her safe from Shao, who’s 
only interest is keeping his “noble” image pure at any cost.

Francis Ching emerged from the Chinese criminal underworld 
with the backing of a group of “silent partners” in his legitimate busi- 
ness interests. With their illicit funds as his base, Ching founded Ch- 
ingCorp and expanded his business into real estate and oil on multiple 
continents. ChingCorp expanded its legitimate holdings while serving 
as a front for his partners and a support system for the legitimate ship- 
ping businesses they started. Ching paid out hefty dividends on their 


investments and enjoyed a high standard 
of living (limousines, private jets and pent- 
houses). 


Ching’s criminal experience helped 
him in business. When ChingCorp want- 
ed to build an oil pipeline through Bela- 
rus, a greedy official named Nikolai Krilov 
stymied Ching. Krilov pushed Ching for 
bribes above and beyond the cost of 
business, which Ching accepted. How- 
ever, when Krilov reneged on the deal and

Ching’s crimi- 
nal partners responded with a squad of armed gunmen attacking him 
in his Los Angeles home, one of whom was strapped with a vest full 
of C4 plastic explosives. However, Iris was able to get Ching into a 
panic room safe in the floor just moments before the detonation. Ching 
vowed vengeance and 
dispatched Iris to finish 
off all of his partners. 
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After Iris dispatched the first of Ching’s criminal cohorts, Ching 
made note of Rucker leaving a number of voicemails for her.

As an adult, Rose was taken into the service of Victor Hwang -- a 
former Shanghai gang leader who moved into the import and export of 
luxury goods, and supported the legitimate business of mogul Francis 


Wai-Hong Ching. She was on hand when Hwang and Ching’s other 
“silent partners” -- vice lord Takeo Suzuki and Shuji Wai Hong Li, ship- 
ping magnate and owner of the Wuhan Academy -- demanded a larger 
share from the profits of Ching’s legitimate business. 


After a failed assassination attempt on Ching, Iris was dispatched 
to kill his “silent partners,’ and when Iris infiltrated Hwang's secret yacht, 
Rose was there, waiting.

Iris and Rose greeted recently 
kidnapped executive assistant Acteia and later enjoyed lunch together, 
displaying how happy they all were in Villone’s service. 


Later that night, when Acteia refused Villone’s offer of employ- 
ment at gunpoint, Rose and Iris fought her, while in actuality testing 
Acteia’s martial arts abilities. After the fight, Villone let Acteia go, pro- 
viding her a ride back to her employer. Rose and Iris then reported their 
assessment of Acteia to Villone.

Cope also revealed 
that Suzuki had been an asset for the CIA. Lily was sickened by this, 
wondering how much of her own activities had furthered the interests 
of the American intelligence community. 


With no options and murderers looking for her, Lily begrudgingly 
accepted Cope’s hospitality. He helped her start to detox from the her- 
oin and took the brunt of her frustrations, as the withdrawal got worse. 
After a few weeks, she was off the heroin but had taken up smoking. 
Enjoying a cigarette on the back staircase of the safe house, Cope 
told her the agency called and felt she might be able to help them. Lily 
exploded angrily, saying she refused to be under anyone's control. She 
started packing and asked Cope to let her go. He reluctantly agreed 
to tell his handlers that she eluded him if she promised not to end up 
back on the streets. 


Just as they were both about to abandon the safe house, Mazut- 
ѕи'в advisor Tarver blasted through the front door with an experimental 
laser rifle, literally disintegrating Cope’s 
abdomen, cutting him in half. Tarver 
had gotten the location from 
his own CIA assets and had 
been tasked with killing 
Lily in case she knew 
anything from working 
with Suzuki. Lily elud- 
ed Тагуег'ѕ destructive 












gunfire and scaled a 
building to catch him 
by surprise. She got 
him at gunpoint, but 
Tarver remotely deto- 
nated the laser rifle, dis- 
tracting Lily enough for him 
to try and escape. She caught 
him and he told her she would never 

be safe due to the CIA history. Lily angrily 
pointed out that she didn’t know Suzuki worked for the CIA before this 
and Tarver told her it didn’t matter, surrendering.

Lily observed the crime scene from the shadows, and as local 
authorities examined Тагуег'ѕ body, an executive assistant named Li- 
lac was also present to identify Tarver post-mortem. Lily recognized 
Lilac as headmaster of the Academy from back when Lily was enrolled 
as a child. Later, Lily broke into Lilac’s secured safe house, demand- 
ing answers. Lilac sent her Rottweiler to attack Lily, buying the retired 


headmaster enough time to retrieve a katana from a glass case nearby. 
Lily was forced to shoot the dog, then fired at Lilac. Lilac deflected the 





bullet with the sword, missing Lily by inches. While Lily tried to recov- 
er, Lilac slid across the floor and disarmed her green-haired intruder. 
They fought, and the advantage changed sides multiple times until Lily 
pulled a hidden dagger from her hair and stabbed Lilac through the 
throat. Lily then kicked Lilac through a plate glass window to fall several 
stories to her death. 

The next day, Lily called Mazutsu to inform him about Lilac’s mur- 
der and warn him away from chasing her. They traded threats before 
hanging up and Lily fled to New York City’s lower east side to meet 
with Iris. Lily told Iris that someone wanted her dead, forcing her to kill 
two of his minions including Lilac. Iris immediately responded, “Ma- 
zutsu,’ and Lily wondered how Iris knew. Iris showed Lily a hidden room 
full of weaponry and said she was secretly working for the CIA. Lily 
noted her last bad situation with the CIA and fled. 


Lily went to meet the retired executive assistant and instructor 
Aster, whose daughter Violet had died as part of Mazutsu’s machina- 
tions. They were joined by Orchid, who had been a subject of mind 
control created by Mazutsu and used by eccentric billionaire Duncan 
Villone and wanted answers. 


Lily, Aster and Orchid went to visit a wealthy executive assistant 
named Lotus in India, only to find the morally ambiguous Rose ready to 
kill Lotus. Lily interrupted the killing stroke and together, they all took 
on Rose. Rose held her own against them all until Iris showed up with 
a gun, demanding the fighting stop. 


Together they tied up Rose and took her to the kitchen for en- 
hanced interrogation with simulated drowning when suddenly; the 
entire side of Lotus’ house blew up. Lily got knocked out after gas gre- 
nades were thrown into the room. A newcomer named lvy neutralized 
them all and rescued Rose, getting away unscathed. 


Lily was unable to secure Lotus’ help and Iris had to go back 
to the CIA, so Lily considered the whole trip to India a failure. She 











followed Orchid to Tokyo to set up operations in a shut down hangar 
where drugs and stolen airplane parts were once sold. Their planning 
was again interrupted by lvy, surprising them, but this time offering to 
help get to Mazutsu, her former lover and employer who now had her 
in his crosshairs. She revealed she put a tracker on Rose when she 
returned to Mazutsu and had his location. Ivy showed them that he was 
hiding in a former Buddhist temple and that the security there was be- 
yond even all four of them together. Orchid, secretly still under the influ- 
ence of the mind control chip, held them all at gunpoint.

VOLUME 2/THE HIT LIST AGENDA: 
The executive assistant who eventually came to be called Lotus 


was raised in a family of assassins based out of Anwar, India. Named 
Rani by birth, (“Queen” in Hindi), she was trained in the family busi- 
ness, killing her first mountain lion cub with a dagger at age eight and 
her first adult with a bow and arrow at age eleven. These two facts led 


local villagers to tell stories of her lethality. Her father died when she 
was ten and she gained a pet white tiger as a companion and a man 
named Ishwar as a servant. 


As a young adult, Rani took a contract to assassinate a man 
named Virat Yadav who stood in both the worlds of government and 
business. The contract came from a man named Nidish Khan, com- 
plete with full intel on Yadav’s security. However, Lotus refused, prefer- 
гіпо to do her own intelligence gathering. 


After weeks of studying the movements of Yadav, his entire secu- 
rity detail, and almost everyone he knew, Lotus made her nocturnal in- 
sertion into his home. While things were initially going as planned, Rani 
was startled by movement with a flashlight in the dark of Yadav's home. 
She instinctually fired at the source, accidentally killing Үадау'ѕ young 
daughter, Lotus. The horror of her actions made Rani freeze when Ya- 
dav came to find the corpse of his daughter, bleeding on the kitchen 
floor, and Rani fled from his armed guards, aborting the mission.

Khan was dis- 
pleased at the broken agreement and sent a team of masked assassins 
to kill Rani in her home. Ready for Khan’s reaction, Rani used a sniper 
rifle to kill two of the assassins, while two more died from fast acting 
poison gas, released as they broke into her home. A final assailant 
managed to get behind her, but he fell prey to her pet tiger. 


Finally broken by the weight of her guilt, the unarmed Rani ap- 
proached Yadav in his home, ready to endure the repercussions of 
taking his daughter’s life. He told her that to pay this immeasurable 
debt, Rani would become an executive assistant, helping him further 
the progress of the nation. Rani agreed, and took well to the work, 
excelling especially at administrating details of government business. 
And as is the custom of all executive assistants, Rani adopted her new 
identity, the name of Yadav's late daughter, Lotus. 


One mission Lotus undertook for Yadav was infiltrating the Israeli 
embassy in New Delhi. She used cleavage to distract the guard at the 
gate long enough to shoot him through the frontal lobe, taking out his 
partner in a similar fashion before a response could be mounted. Lotus 
racked up a body count of seven before executing the ambassador and 
leaving his office laced with Semtex plastic explosive. 


A year апа a half later, Lotus had gained Yadav’s 
trust and confidence, and assisted him in a meeting with 
Chinese businessman Francis Wai-Hong Ching and his 
executive assistant, Iris. The meeting passed uneventfully N 
and Lotus researched Iris, discovering the woman’s lethal- ` | 
ity and effectiveness. Lotus stayed abreast of Iris’ career 
through the rise and fall of Ching, and accompanied Ya- 
dav to Ching’s funeral, meeting power couple Daniel and 
Diane Coverdale. Through that event, Yadav inherited the 
executive assistant academy and was warned by Daniel to 
be careful, believing danger was at hand. 


Lotus awoke one day to see Israeli and Pakistani 
government officials meeting with Yadav outside her 
window, and wondered what was happening. Yadav ex- 
plained he was planning to start a war with Pakistan and 
the Israeli government would play a role in this for financial 





gain, all to raise India’s profile in the global sphere. The complexities of 
these machinations confounded Lotus, who questioned her role there. 


She argued with him about visiting an executive assistant Acad- 
emy in Myanmar. Yadav wanted to leave Lotus in India because he 
didn’t trust anyone else to manage his business while he was away. 
She ignored his wishes and took a flight to catch up to him, parachut- 
ing into Myanmar. 


She surveyed the facility and saw very little activity. She broke 
in, finding a ramshackle location that was mostly abandoned. Yadav 
surprised her, revealing he expected her to follow him and that she 
had never truly been forgiven; he was simply using her until he could 
exact his revenge. He then revealed ten executive assistants waiting 
to kill her. 


Lotus was disappointed, as she had really believed in promoting 
the best for India. Due to Yadav’s sudden betrayal, she considered her 
debt paid, and quickly ran into the buildings nearby, separating her as- 
sailants and killing them off individually. Just as she finished off the first 
two she was caught off guard by a gas attack and was 
all but defeated when suddenly, Iris appeared, 
rescuing her. 


Lotus and Iris finished off four 
executive assistants, who were more 
students than experts, when the final 
three, all dressed identically, gave 
Iris some trouble. Lotus wanted to 
confront Yadav but instead saved 
Iris, finishing the rival executive as- 
sistants off easily. They finally turned 
their attention to Yadav, who was hold- 
ing them at gunpoint.

She made it abundantly clear that it was not her policy to 
become intimate with her employers, as was the protocol with certain 
other executive assistants. Violet evaluated Vincent's security needs 
after the mysterious, suspicious death of his father. 


As protesters surrounded Velchem plants in India and Ireland, 
Violet accompanied Vincent to a board meeting where his status as 
interim chairman was called into question. Before he could mount a 
defense, armed assassins broke in. Violet pulled out a hidden knife 
and sent it into the forehead of one of the attackers. She picked up his 
fallen machine gun and almost missed a grenade hurled at her. Vincent 
warned her and she batted it away with the gun, able to survive the 
blast from a distance with only a shard of glass in her shoulder. She 
used the glass as a weapon, jamming it into the crotch of an attacker. 
The remaining assailants fled, unwilling to risk themselves further, es- 
caping in a helicopter that was waiting outside the window. 


Outside, Vincent's personal physician arrived to patch up Vio- 
let's shoulder secretly installing a mind control chip from eccentric bil- 
lionaire Duncan Villone. Stitched up and unaware of the chip, Violet 
next accompanied Vincent to a meeting with his business manager. 
She was called away by an emergency call from her mother, retired 
executive assistant Aster, beckoning Violet to Aster's residence. Her 
mother was not happy with Violet's choice of career, and upon her 
arrival, tested Violet's combat training. After finding out Violet's abili- 
ties, Aster took her daughter for coffee to try and explain how the life 
of an executive assistant was brutal and violent. Before Violet could 
respond, her ex-fiance Rakesh wandered by, on a break from his job 
at the local hospital. They hadn't spoken since she abandoned him at 
the altar some years before, a condition of starting her training as an 
executive assistant. He started to ask her about why she left him when 
Vincent called her back to duty. 


In her absence, Vincent had agreed to a clandestine meeting 
with Villone, who had masterminded the financial troubles of Vincent's 
company. Vincent refused to allow Violet to join him as he met with Vil- 
lone in arun down waterfront warehouse. Inside, Villone forced Vincent 
to sign away his company upon his death and then aimed a gun at the 
former actor. Violet burst in to save Vincent and took Villone’s 
gun. When Vincent gave her permission to attack Vil- 
lone, Violet complied, lunging at him. However, 

before she could lay a finger on him, Villone 

activated the implanted mind-control chip, 

taking complete control over Violet's ac- 

tions. Villone ordered Violet to kill Vincent 
slowly. 


Trapped in her own mind, Violet 
watched as her body obeyed Villone. 
Vincent tried to fight back but was 
no match for Violet even as she re- 

sisted. Villone explained his scheme to 
buy Velchem out from under Vincent and 
Vincent admitted to killing his father. Violet 
somehow was able to overcome the program- 
ming and attack Villone, digging the chip out of her 


stitches forcefully. She went after Villone but he got the drop on her, 
firing several shots. Vincent jumped between Violet and the gun, and 
the impact of the gunfire hurled him and Violet out of a nearby window 
into the water below.

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ACADEMIES 


Academies 


From China, to Colombia, from India, to the United Kingdom, Ex- 
ecutive Assistants are not born, they're made. 


Each school follows a strict curriculum, regardless of whether 
they get most of their students as orphans off the street, or young 
adults making a conscious choice about their futures. Each student is 
instructed in а variety of disciplines, including the equivalent of a busi- 
ness degree to better serve as wholly effective management associ- 
ates in terms of business. Each one is also trained in a range of martial 
arts and melee combat skills focused largely on speed and lethality. 


Students from schools in Asia and the Indian subcontinent are 
better known for using a vast number of bladed weapons whereas 
students from the “western world” more heavily rely on firearms. Each 
executive assistant is a lethal weapon herself, capable of disabling 
multiple attackers with relative ease even if unarmed. They also excel 
in means of concealing weaponry. Examples include the British execu- 
tive assistant Violet concealing throwing knives strapped to her inner 
thighs and Iris hiding dangerous needles in her hair. 


While executive assistants are trained from a younger age, they 
are often psychologically conditioned with a desire to serve their mas- 
ter in any capacity, which has led many to end up in the beds of their 
employers as well. This conditioning can be difficult to break even in 
adulthood, and has, in particular cases, been reinforced by technology 
in the form of microchips which supplant the executive assistant’s will 
and decision making apparatus. 


Each school follows the same naming convention, casting aside 
the women’s original names in most cases (Violet being an exception) 
in favor of a flower-based name. At least two Snapdragons, trained at 
different facilities, are known, and given the limited number of flower 
names, there are women called Rose or Lily from almost every school. 
There are also some regional favorites like Rumdul -- alias of eventual 
Ang Cosmetics CEO Maly Ang -- based on geography. 


There are rumors of academies in other parts of the world, producing 
beautiful, deadly operatives every day, all named after flowers. 








EA Academies: 


The known schools in the executive assistant system are: 


THE WUHAN ACADEMY 


The facility responsible for training Iris, regarded as the most tal- 
ented and dangerous executive assistant of the modern era. The failed 
students of this school were sold into sexual slavery, or turned away 
onto the streets. 


THE XIANJIANG ACADEMY 


This academy was phased out under mysterious circumstances; 
Xianjiang is responsible for the brash executive assistant Snapdragon, 
who had worked for Maly Ang. 


THE LONDON ACADEMY 


Operating like a high-end finishing school, London Academy has 
been in operation since at least the 1960's, producing the likes of 
Aster, and her daughter Violet. 


THE NEW DELHI ACADEMY 


Working with both juvenile students and adults, Lotus joined af- 
ter a short but successful career as a professional assassin, which 
enhanced her abilities and lethality. 


THE BOGOTA ACADEMY 


Orchid matriculated from this school after training since child- 
hood. Given the clientele normally served, business education was 
de-emphasized over more visceral teachings and learning to satisfy 
their employers.
